The  history  of  Dorcas,  is  told  w’ith 
great  simplicity  and  beauty  in  the  Acts 
of  the  Apostles,  and  it  alTords  us  a 
striking  example  of  that  laith,  which 
abounds  in  the  works  and  the  labours 
of  love.  The  ministers  of  Christ,  who 


be  roused  to  exertion ;  I  propose,  on 
the  present  occasion,  to  call  your  at¬ 
tention,  to  a  brief  view  of  the  history 
and  character  of  Dorcas. 

Of  her  age,  or  of  the  circle  of  life  in 
which  she  moved,  the  history  is  silent. 

It  mailers  not,  whether  sh.e  was  poor  or 
rich — the  most  reasonable  supposition 
i.s,  that  she  belonged  to  that  middle 
rank  of  life,  in  which,  as  the  experience 
of  all  ages  testifies,  there  's  the  largest 
share  as  well  of  active  cha.iiv,  as  of 
vital  piety.  She  was  honourable,  be¬ 
cause  she  was  a  true  ilisc’ple  of  tlie 
Lord.  Ii  cr  residence  was  Joppa,  a 
sea-port  of  the  Holy  Land,  situated  on 
the  Mediterranean,  now  called  .lafla  ; 
slic  is  in  the  history  spoken  of  under 
two  names,  Tabitha  and  Dorcas,  both 
signifying  the  same,  the  former  Syriac, 
and  the  latter  its  Greek  interpretation. 
The  reason  wliy  St.  Luke  is  careful  to 
give  the  interpretation  of  her  Syriac 
name,  seems  to  have  been  that,  as  she 
luul  probably  been,  a  proselyte  to  ihcJcw^- 
ish  religion  ;  slie  was  called  by  the  first 
name  among  the  Jews,  and  by  the  latter 
among  the  Greeks.  She  must  luavc 
been  a  woman  of  extraordinary  piety 
and  liberality,  and  a  peculiar  ornament 
to  the  gospel  which  she  had  embraced, 
for  she  not  only  was  found  in  the  active 
discharge  of  Christian  duties,  but  so 
remarkable  was  her  example,  that  the 
history  speaks  of  her,  as  full  of  good 
works*  and  alms-deeds  which  she  did, 
testifying  that  the  whole  course  and 
tenor  of  her  life,  was  one  continued
